A TRUE and perſeft note of x 


Imprimis, For every dairy milch cow, having had a calf that year, three-pence. 

Item, In lieu of every tenth calf in one year two ſhillings. _ 

Item, For every calf that falls under the number of ten, being ſold, two-pence. 
But for ſo many as are killed, or weaned, one penny. 


Item. For every gaſt beaſt and heifer, gaft, ware and bud, three half-pence a piece. 


Item, A hearth hen at Chriſtmas is in full diſcharge of all fuel burnt upon the 


premiſes. 


Item, Once in a year; at Eaſter, every communicant payeth two-pence for his 


Item, For fruit two-pence. 
For pigand gooſe the cuſtom is thus : the parſon is to have the ſeventh in kind, 


allowing, to the pariſhioner a half-penny a piece to make up the number of ten ; and 
the pariſhipner to allow the parſon a half-penoy a piece for all under ſeven. 


Mortvaries are payablc inthe pariſh, according to the ftatnte. 


. 'The parſon is to have for a marriage, one ſhilling and ſix-pence. 


For a burial, one ſhilling. 

For a churching, fix-pence. 

For every hen, on Goodefriday, cuſtom eggs. 

The out-townſmen to have no benefit of theſe cuſtoms, but the townſmen only. 
The out-townſmen to pay two ſhillings in the pound for herbage, andall the reſt 


in kind, as broom, whins, wood, corn, hay, &c.
